GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE  AREA. 

These  have  been  detailed  in  previous  Annual  Reports.  The  chief  alterations  and  developments  which 
have  taken  place  during  the  year  are  included  under  the  appropriate  heads. 

County  Medical  Staff. 

Subsequent  to  the  decease  of  the  late  County  Medical  Officer  in  June,  1933,  several  changes  occurred  in 
the  personnel  of  the  County  Medical  Staff.  In  consequence  of  absence  through  illness  and  other  causes  the 
essential  medical  services  of  the  County  were  maintained  not  without  some  difficulty.  The  retirement  has 
recently  taken  place  of  Dr.  H.  C.  Manning,  who  has  been  for  many  years  the  Clinical  Tuberculosis  Officer  of 
the  County. 

Local  Government  Act,  1929. 

Hospital  accommodation  for  infectious  diseases.  The  scheme  under  section  63  for  the  provision  of  hospital 
accommodation  for  the  treatment  of  infectious  diseases  detailed  in  last  year’s  report,  has  since  received  the 
approval  of  the  Minister  of  Health.  It  is  understood  that  negotiations  are  now  in  progress  between  the  various 
county  districts  with  a view  to  giving  effect  to  the  provisions  of  the  scheme. 

Medical  Officers  of  Health.  A scheme  under  section  58,  by  which  Medical  Officers  of  Health  appointed 
in  future  are  restricted  from  engaging  in  private  practice,  is  now  in  course  of  preparation. 
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Public  Assistance. 

Institutions.  The  requirements  in  connection  with  institutions  of  the  County  during  the  next  hve 
years  have  been  under  consideration  and  an  estimate  made  of  the  probable  capital  expenditure  during  this 
period. 

Medical  Out-Relief.  No  change  has  yet  been  made  in  the  administration  of  Poor  Law  Medical  Out- 
Relief  since  the  transfer  of  the  service  to  the  County  Council.  This  is  a subject  that  will  require  attention 
in  the  near  future. 


VITAL  STATISTICS  (See  Tables  1.  and  III.). 

Population.  According  to  the  estimates  of  the  Registrar-General,  the  population  of  the  County  in 
1933  was  241,900,  an  increase  of  3,000  on  the  previous  year.  In  the  Urban  Districts  the  population  was  148,780. 
In  the  Rural  Districts  it  was  93,120. 

These  populations  are  in  respect  of  the  Districts  as  constituted  after  the  Review  of  the  County  Districts 
in  accordance  with  Section  146  of  the  Local  Government  Act,  1929,  which  took  effect  during  the  year. 

The  main  effect  of  the  Order  was  to  abolish  the  Rural  Districts  of  Cerne,  Poole  and  Weymouth. 
Alterations  in  boundaries  which  affected  populations  occurred  in  the  Poole,  Shaftesbury  and  Weymouth 
Boroughs,  the  Wimborne  Urban  District  and  the  Rural  Districts  of  Dorchester,  Shaftesbury,  Sherborne, 
Sturminster,  Wareham  and  Wimborne.  Small  alterations  of  boundaries  also  occurred  in  the  Borough  of 
Dorchester,  the  Swanage  Urban  District  and  in  the  Bridport  Rural  District. 

Table  1.  (page  25)  sets  out  the  estimated  populations  before  and  after  the  change. 

Birth-Rate.  The  number  of  live  births  registered  in  the  County  was  3,311,  and  the  live  birth  rate  was 
13.6.  The  live  birth-rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  14.4.

This  is  the  lowest  rate  as  yet  recorded  for  the  county. 

Death-Rate.  The  nett  number  of  deaths  registered  in  the  County  was  2,873  and  the  nett  death  rate  was 
11.8.  The  death  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  12.3.

Chief  Causes  of  Death.  There  was  a decrease  in  the  deaths  from  Influenza,  which  numbered  90  as 
compared  with  122  in  1932.  There  were  402  deaths  from  Cancer,  700  from  Heart  Diseases,  195  from 
Cerebral  Haemorrhage,  113  from  Bronchitis,  and  120  from  Pneumonia.  The  deaths  from  Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis  were  107  and  shew  a steady  decline  in  numbers.  Of  the  deaths  of  persons  over  25  years  of  age 
15%  were  due  to  Cancer. 

Infantile  Mortality.  The  number  of  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age  was  150.  The  infant 
death-rate  is  measured  by  the  number  of  deaths  per  1,000  live  births.  The  number  of  live  births  in  1933  was 
3,311,  and  the  infant  death-rate  was  therefore  45.  The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  64.

The  Infant  Death-rate  for  the  County  was  19  below  that  of  England  and  Wales.  The  smaller  districts 
shew  a considerable  variation  in  the  rate  from  year  to  year,  since  one  or  two  deaths  make  a great  difference  in 
the  rate.  Shaftesbury  Borough  had  the  lowest  infant  death-rate  among  the  Urban  Districts.  In 
this  District  not  a single  death  occurred  out  of  27  live  births. 
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Deaths  among  IllegitimaJ,e  Infants.  The  illegitimate  births  numbered  138  (130  Live  Births  and  8 Still 
Births).  The  deaths  among  illegitimate  infants  numbered  13  for  the  whole  County,  a death-rate  of  100.  Three 
of  the  deaths  of  illegitimate  infants  occurred  in  the  Borough  of  Poole  and  two  in  the  Borough  of  Weymouth. 
In  the  County  area,  exclusive  of  Poole  and  Weymouth,  the  deaths  of  illegitimate  infants  numbered  8. 


Maternal  Mortality.  There  were  5 deaths  from  puerperal  sepsis,  and  6 deaths  from  other 
puerperal  causes,  making  1 1 in  all.  Of  these,  two  occurred  in  the  Borough  of  Poole,  one  in  the  Borough 
of  Weymouth,  and  the  remaining  eight  in  the  rest  of  the  County.  The  Maternal  Mortality  was  therefore  3.1 
deaths  per  1,000  births,  this  is  an  increase  of  .3  in  the  rate  of  the  previous  year.  In  the  County  Maternity 
and  Child  Welfare  Area  the  Maternal  Mortality  was  3.7.  It  is  necessary  to  adopt  a five  years’  average  for 
satisfactory  standards  of  comparison.

The  Local  Sanitary  Authorities  are  responsible  for  enforcing  the  notification  of  cases  of  tuberculosis. 
The  County  Council  have  no  power  in  the  matter. 

Treatment  (See  Table  IV.). 

Applications.  The  number  of  new  applications  for  treatment  was  344  (151  from  insured  persons,  and 
193  from  non-insured  persons).  Approximately  700 persons  received  treatment  under  the  County  Scheme, 
The  number  of  persons  treated  at  the  Dispensaries  was  488,  at  the  Sanatoria  184,  and  at  the  Hospitals  for 
surgical  cases,  56. 

Dispensary  Treatment.  There  are  4 dispensaries  n the  County,  namely,  at  Poole,  Weymouth,  Brid- 
port  and  Sturminster  Newton.  In  addition  to  acting  as  diagnostic  centres  these  dispensaries  have  in  the 
past  provided  systematic  treatment  for  a very  large  number  of  patients.  The  attendances  during  1933  at 
these  dispensaries  number  7,830. 

Owing  to  recent  developments  in  the  value  of  X-Rays  as  a means  of  diagnosing  pulmonary  tuberculosis 
and  also  as  a necessary  adjunct  to  the  modern  method  of  treatment  by  artificial  pneumo-thorax  a 
re-organisation  of  the  dispensary  services  in  the  County  will  have  to  be  made  in  the  near  future. 
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The  Dorset  County  Home,  Parkstone — (22  beds).  Formerly  known  as  “ Nirvana  ” ; it  was  decided 
during  the  year  to  change  this  name  owing  to  its  obvious  unsuitability.  A modern  X-Ray  plant  has  been 
installed  at  this  Home,  and  a commencement  has  been  made  to  treat  patients  by  the  method  of  artificial  pneumo- 
thorax, which  was  fully  described  in  my  Report  last  year. 

Used  in  the  past  for  advanced  cases  of  tuberculosis,  it  will  be  necessary  in  the  future  to  admit  early  cases 
to  this  Home  in  order  to  take  advantage  of  the  facilities  available  for  this  treatment. 

The  question  of  the  hospital  accommodation  for  advanced  cases  in  the  future  will  have  to  be  re- 
considered. Sixty-three  patients  were  admitted  during  1933. 


The  Beckford  Home  Sanatorium,  Warminster — (28 beds).  This  is  the  County  Home  which  has  been  used 
in  the  past  for  early  and  intermediate  cases.  Seventy-six  patients  were  admitted  during  the  year  of  which  four 
were  cases  admitted  by  the  London  County  Council.  The  patients  in  this  Home  are  in  the  charge  of  a local 
medical  practitioner,  but  are  also  visited  once  a week  by  the  County  Tuberculosis  Officer.  Owing  to  the 
distance  from  Dorchester  the  treatment  of  patients  in  this  Home  is  a matter  of  some  difficulty  which  will  have 
to  be  considered  in  connection  with  any  re-organisation  of  the  County  Tuberculosis  Scheme  as  a whole. 


Other  Institutions.  Cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  are  also  admitted  to  the  Weymouth  Borough 
Sanatorium,  where  there  is  a pavilion  of  8 beds  reserved  for  women,  to  the  Royal  National  Sanatorium,  Bourne- 
mouth, and  to  other  institutions  as  may  be  necessary. 

Children  suffering  from  surgical  tuberculosis  are  admitted  mainly  to  the  Bath  and  Wessex  Children’s 
Orthopaedic  Hospital  and  also  to  the  Red  Cross  Memorial  Hospital  at  Swanage.  During  the  year  it  has  been 
found  possible  to  arrange  a scheme  for  the  transfer  of  cases  from  the  Bath  and  Wessex  Hospital  to  Swanage 
for  convalescence  and  re-transfer  again  to  Bath  later  for  operation,  if  necessary. 

The  Orthopaedic  Surgeon  on  the  Staff  of  the  Bath  and  Wessex  Hospital  who  attends  the  County 
Orthopaedic  Clinics  has  been  elected  Consulting  Surgeon  on  the  staff  of  the  Swanage  Hospital,  and  is  available 
for  consultation  there  when  necessary.  It  is  believed  that  the  liaison  between  these  hospitals  will  be  both 
beneficial  to  the  health  of  the  children  and  economical  for  the  County. 

Adult  cases  of  surgical  tuberculosis  are  admitted  to  voluntary  hospitals  in  the  County,  but  the  Bath 
and  Wessex  Hospital  is  also  now  accepting  young  adults  for  admission. 


Domiciliary  Treatment.  Treatment  of  patients  in  their  own  homes  is  carried  out  by  patients’  own 
doctors  and  is  not  undertaken  by  the  County  Medical  Staff.  The  Tuberculosis  Officer  is,  however,  available 
for  consultation  in  all  difficult  or  doubtful  cases,  and  it  is  hoped  that  with  the  facilities  for  X-Ray  examinations 
at  his  disposal  fuller  use  will  be  made  of  his  services  by  general  practitioners.  It  is  not  necessary  that  all 
consultations  should  take  place  personally  between  the  doctors  at  the  patient’s  house,  as  by  consultation  is 
included  the  sending  of  a patient  by  a general  practitioner  to  the  Tuberculosis  Officer  for  his  opinion.  It  is 
particularly  desirable  that  all  cases  of  doubtful  chest  complaints  should  be  so  sent  at  the  earliest  stage  possible. 


Laboratory  Examinations.  The  examinations  of  specimens  of  sputum  are  carried  out  by  the  Assistant 
Tuberculosis  Officer  at  the  County  Dispensary,  King  Street,  Poole.  During  1933  the  number  of  specimens  so 
examined  was  892.  Tubercle  bacilli  were  found  to  be  present  in  40%  of  the  specimens. 

The  examination  of  milk  and  other  material  for  the  presence  of  tubercle  bacilli  is  carried  out  by  the 
Lister  Institute. 


Tuberculosis  Health-Visiting.  The  whole  County  is  covered  by  the  Scheme.  It  is  carried  out  chiefly 
by  the  whole-time  Nurses  directly  employed  by  the  County  Council.  Quarterly  routine  reports  are  made,  in 
which  definite  information  is  furnished  on  important  matters  affecting  patients.  Interim  special  visits  and 
reports  are  also  made.  The  number  reported  on  during  the  year  was  776,  the  number  of  visits  being  3,896,

Inquiries  are  also  made  as  to  evening  temperature,  need  of  a shelter,  if  confined  to  bed,  if  desirous  of 
entering  a Sanatorium  or  Hospital. 

It  will  be  observed  that  the  reports  on  specific  matters  inquired  into  are  generally  favourable.  The 
number  who  do  not  sleep  alone  is  large — 260 — but  of  these  178  were  reported  to  have  no  sputum,  and  so  were 
presumably  non -infective. 

In  the  case  of  an  infective  person  who  does  not  sleep  alone  in  a separate  bedroom,  the  patient  is  urged 
to  sleep  alone,  and  is  offered  a shelter  or  admission  to  sanatorium.  The  Health  Visitor  makes  repeated  visits 
to  secure  that  one  of  the  alternative  courses  is  followed.  No  action  for  compulsory  removal  has  been  taken 
under  Section  62  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1925.  The  difficult  cases  are  those  where  husbands  and  wives  refuse 
to  sleep  alone. 

Examination  of  Contacts.  Provision  has  been  made  for  the  examination  of  contacts  of  all  cases  with 
tubercle  bacilli  in  their  sputum.  The  number  of  contacts  reported  on  during  the  year  was  166,  of  these,  19  were 
referred  to  the  Dispensaries  for  further  examination. 

Milk  Grants.  100  daily  grants  of  one  pint  of  milk  were  available  for  patients  during  the  year. 

Dental  Treatment.  Assistance  is  given  in  necessitous  cases  towards  the  cost  of  dental  treatment  when 
such  treatment  is  recommended  by  the  Tuberculosis  Officer.  In  the  case  of  insured  patients  the  Approved 
Societies  usually  undertake  financial  responsibility  for  the  cost  of  extractions,  and  approximately  50%  of  the 
cost  of  dentures.  During  1933  dental  treatment  was  authorised  for  eighteen  patients. 

Shelters.  60  Shelters  are  available  for  home  treatment,  and  the  Health  Visitors  report  quarterly  whether 
the  patients  are  using  them  regularly,  whether  the  patients  require  them,  and  whether  repairs  are  needed. 

MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 

Scheme.  The  whole  County  is  covered  by  the  County  Scheme,  except  the  Boroughs  of  Poole  and 
Weymouth,  which  have  their  own  Schemes.  The  County  area  is  divided  into  ten  districts,  four  of  which  are 
worked  by  the  County  Council  Nurses,  and  the  remaining  six  by  the  County  Nursing  Superintendent,  and  her 
five  Assistant  Health  Visitors,  assisted  by  60  district  nurses.  Whilst  Tuberculosis  visiting  is  chiefly  done  by 
the  County  Council  Nurses,  the  Infant  Visiting  is  chiefly  done  by  the  County  Nursing  Association  staff. 

Grants  to  Voluntary  Associations.  Under  Section  101  of  the  Local  Government  Act,  1929,  a Scheme 
has  been  made  by  the  County  Council  for  annual  contributions  towards  the  expenses  of  Voluntary  Associations 
providing  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Services  in  and  for  the  benefit  of  the  County. 

The  scheme  for  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  was  adopted  in  1916,  and  since  1915  there  has  been  a marked 
fall  in  the  infantile  mortality  in  the  area  of  the  County  covered  by  the  County  scheme,  as  well  as  in  the  areas 
covered  by  the  Poole  and  Weymouth  Schemes.

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centres. 

During  the  year  the  Sherborne  Child  Welfare  Centre  was  moved  to  new  premises,  which  have  proved  to 
be  most  satisfactory,  in  the  grounds  of  the  Public  Assistance  Institution.  It  was  thought  at  first  that  this  situa- 
tion might  deter  some  people  from  attending  but  this  has  not  been  found  to  be  the  case,  and  instead  the  new 
premises  have  been  much  appreciated.

Ante-Natal  Clinics. 

The  County  is  well  covered  now  by  these  clinics  with  the  exception  of  the  north-east  corner  in  the 
neighbourhood  of  Sturminster  Newton,  Shaftesbury  and  Gillingham.  It  is  hoped  that  it  may  be  possible  to 
provide  facilities  in  this  area  in  due  course.

Ante-Natal  Examinations  by  General  Practitioners. 

This  scheme  was  started  two  years  ago  for  those  uninsured  women  who  have  engaged  midwives  for  their 
confinements  and  are  unable  to  attend  an  ante-natal  clinic.  A fee  of  5/-  per  examination  was  payable  to  the 
doctor,  but  very  few  examinations  were  carried  out.  The  question  was  reconsidered  during  the  year  and  it  was 
decided  to  pay  a mileage  fee  in  addition  to  the  doctor  of  6d.  per  mile  beyond  two  miles  from  his  house  in  any 
case  should  a special  journey  be  necessary. 

The  midwives  have  been  issued  with  books  of  slips  with  which  to  send  their  patients  to  doctors  for  the 
examination  and  the  doctors’  reports  are  sent  to  the  midwives.  It  is  hoped  that  with  co-operation  on  both  sides 
this  scheme  may  in  future  be  a success. 

Obstetric  Consultants. 

Specialist  and  non-specialist  consultants  are  available  throughout  the  County  and  their  services  can  be 
obtained  by  any  medical  practitioner  in  all  cases  of  illness  or  abnormality  of  mother  or  child  during  pregnancy, 
labour  or  the  lying-in  period  up  to  4 weeks  after  the  birth  of  the  child. 

Application  must  always  be  made  to  the  County  Medical  Officer  both  by  the  doctor  and  the  patient  or 
someone  responsible  for  her,  but  in  cases  of  great  urgency  applications  can  also  be  made  direct  to  the  nearest 
consultant. 

During  the  year  1 1 applications  were  made  and  duly  -authorised. 

Maternity  Beds. 

The  number  of  cases  admitted  to  County  Council  maternity  beds  during  the  year  are  shown  in  the  table 
below.  Patients  are  admitted  to  these  beds  on  the  recommendation  of  a doctor  either  for  some  definite  medical 
reason  rendering  confinement  in  hospital  necessary  or  else  occasionally  on  account  of  the  home  conditions  being 
totally  unsuitable  for  a confinement. 

Maternity  beds  are  also  available  in  the  various  Public  Assistance  Institutions  of  the  County,  and  it  is 
under  consideration  whether  more  use  cannot  be  made  of  these  beds  for  cases  that  are  in  the  latter  category. 
The  objection  on  the  part  of  mothers  to  have  the  name  of  the  institution  shown  on  the  birth  certificate  is 
removed  by  the  institution  now  being  only  referred  to  by  its  address.  The  development  of  ante-natal  clinics 
in  connection  with  these  beds  might  be  possible  in  future.

Dental  Treatment.  Expectant  and  Nursing  Mothers. 

Assistance  is  given  in  necessitous  cases  towards  the  cost  of  Dental  Treatment.  The  patients  are 
required  to  make  a contribution  where  the  income  is  above  a certain  limit. 

During  1933  eighty-eight  authorities  were  issued  for  dental  treatment. 


Orthopaedic  Treatment. 

Children  under  5 years  of  age  attend  at  the  various  clinics  and  are  included  in  the  table  shown  below, 
among  those  for  whom  the  Public  Health  Committee  is  responsible.  This  figure  also  includes  children  suffering 
from  surgical  tuberculosis. 

Those  cases  for  whom  the  Education  Committee  is  responsible  are  children  of  school  age  suffering  from 
orthopaedic  defects  not  due  to  tuberculosis. 

The  development  of  a liaison  between  the  Bath  and  Wessex  Hospital  and  the  Swanage  Red  Cross  Hospital 
has  already  been  mentioned.

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Hospital  Treatment. 

Nineteen  children  under  five  years  of  age  received  hospital  treatment  under  the  Welfare  Scheme  during 
the  year.  Seven  of  these  were  admitted  for  Orthopaedic  Treatment,  and  twelve  for  other  ailments. 

Infant  Life  Protection. 

The  duties  under  Part  I.  of  the  Children  Act,  1908,  were  transferred  from  the  old  Boards  of  Guardians 
to  the  County  Council  as  from  the  1st  April,  1930,  in  consequence  of  the  passing  of  the  Local  Government  Act, 
1929,  which  Act  provides  that  the  duties  shall  be  discharged  as  functions  of  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
Act,  and  the  County  Council  authorised  the  whole-time  Health  Visitors  to  act  as  Infant  Life  Protection  Visitors. 
The  County  and  Assistant  Medical  Officers  have  also  been  appointed  Infant  Life  Protection  Visitors. 

During  the  year  proceedings  were  taken  under  Section  65  of  the  Children  and  Young  Persons  Act  1932, 
against  a foster -parent  for  failing  to  notify  the  Local  Authority  that  an  infant  had  been  received  for  reward. 
A conviction  was  obtained  and  the  Defendant  was  fined  £2.

Provision  of  Midwives. 

The  Midwifery  Service  in  the  County  consists  of  : — 

1.  Nurse-Midwives  provided  by  the  District  Nursing  Associations  affiliated  to  the  County  Nursing 
.Association.  These  now  number  72. 

The  County  Council  subsidize  all  affiliated  District  Nursing  Associations  with  Nurse-Midwives  through 
the  County  Nursing  Association. 

2.  Subsidised  Midwives.  One  Midwife  receives  a direct  subsidy  from  the  County  Council.  The 
Midwives  at  Portland  and  West  Moors  receive  a subsidy  through  the  County  Nursing  Association. 

3.  Midwives  provided  by  non-affiliated  Nursing  Associations  : — There  remain  only  three  of  these,  the 
others  having  become  affiliated. 

4.  Independent  Midwives.  These  number  26. 

Midwifery  Services.  There  are  282  parishes  in  the  County,  and  of  these  250  are  provided  with  raidwives 
through  the  County  Nursing  Association.  About  22  are  provided  for  by  unaffihated  or  outside  Associations, 
or  by  independent  midwives.  There  are  about  a dozen  parishes  for  whom  no  certified  midwives  are 
available.  The  question  of  the  limited  number  of  parishes  still  unprovided  for  receives  the  constant  consideration 
of  the  County  Nursing  Association,  and  efforts  are  continually  made  to  bring  about  the  formation  of  new  District 
Nursing  Associations  for  the  unprovided  areas.  The  County  Council  make  a grant  for  the  first  year  at  the  rate 
of  £AC>  per  annum  to  each  new  association  formed,  in  order  to  facilitate  the  work.  When  the  County  Nursing 
Association  was  formed  in  1914,  there  were  only  20  District  Nursing  Associations.  There  are  now  71. 


Home  Nursing. 

Although  the  County  Council  make  no  specific  grant  for  Home  Nursing,  nevertheless,  the  Grants  for 
Midwifery  enables  many  district  Nursing  Associations  to  continue  and  new  ones  to  be  formed,  and  their  nurses 
undertake  the  nursing  of  sick  persons  in  their  homes. 


ADMINISTRATION  OF  THE  MIDWIVES  ACTS. 

The  number  of  certified  midwives  on  the  County  Register  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  120.  All  of 
these  have  been  certified  by  examination. 
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During  the  year  281  visits  were  made.  The  condition  of  their  clothing,  instruments  and  appliances 
u ere  satisfactory.  One  Midwife  was  warned  for  having  failed  to  notify  that  she  had  been  in  contact  with  an 
infectious  case.

The  Borough  Councils  of  Poole  and  Weymouth  are  the  Authorities  for  the  discharge  of  the  duties  of 
local  supervising  authority  under  the  Midwives  Acts  1902  to  1926,  in  their  respective  areas. 

MATERNITY  AND  NURSING  HOMES. 

In  the  County  Area  on  the  1st  April,  1934,  there  were  nine  registered  Nursing  Homes  and  two  registered 
Maternity  Homes.  Ten  Hospitals  in  the  County  Area  were  granted  exemption  certificates  (renewable  annually) 
in  accordance  with  Section  6 of  the  Act.  Poole  and  Weymouth  Corporations  have  delegated  powers  under 
the  Nursing  Homes  Registration  Act,  1927. 

During  the  year  proceedings  were  taken  against  the  proprietress  of  a Nursing  Home  for  failing  to 
register  the  Home  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Act.  A conviction  was  obtained  and  the  defend- 
ant fined  0.  and  0 Is.  costs. 


VENEREAL  DISEASES. 

Treatment  Centres  were  available  during  the  year  for  Dorset  patients  at  the  following  places  : — Bourne- 
mouth, Yeovil,  Salisbury,  Dorchester,  and  Wyke  Regis.  The  centre  at  Wyke  Regis  was  held  at  the  Port 
Sanitary  Hospital  and  this  hospital  being  closed  at  the  end  of  the  year  it  became  necessary  for  the  County  Council 
to  establish  a centre  elsewhere.  The  Committee  of  the  Weymouth  and  District  Hospital  were  approached  with 
a view  to  the  establishing  of  the  centre  at  that  hospital,  but  the  Committee  would  not  entertain  the  suggestion. 

Negotiations  were  then  opened  with  the  Dorset  County  Hospital,  at  Dorchester,  with  a view  to  having 
2 clinics  there  weekly  instead  of  one  as  in  the  past.  Terms  were  arranged  satisfactorily  and  the  Minister  of 
Health  has  approved  of  the  scheme  for  an  experimental  period. 

Considerable  economy  has  been  effected  and  it  is  believed  that  the  scheme  is  working  well.  Patients 
appreciate  the  alternative  of  two  days  at  Dorchester  and  no  complaints  have  been  received  from  patients  coming 
from  Portland  or  Weymouth  as  to  the  distance.  Travelling  expenses  are  paid  in  necessitous  cases  if  the  income 
comes  within  a certain  scale.

Laboratory  Examinations.  The  examination  of  specimens  of  cases  and  suspected  cases  of  venereal 
disease  are  carried  out  by  arrangement  with  the  Hampshire  County  Laboratory. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

There  was  an  outbreak  of  an  unusually  severe  type  of  scarlet  fever  during  the  year  at  Sherborne  which 
resulted  in  one  death  out  of  a total  of  37  cases. 

Diphtheria  has  been  prevalent  in  the  County  throughout  the  year  and  a very  sharp  outbreak  occurred 
at  Bridport  in  November. 

After  a few  cases  in  the  early  part  of  the  year  the  infection  persisted  in  the  Weymouth  District  from 
July  onwards.  Sixty-nine  cases  occurred  there  with,  however,  only  one  death,  which  occurred  in  a patient 
not  admitted  to  hospital. 

In  July  one  case  was  reported  in  the  Stormount  Children’s  Home,  at  Weymouth,  and  subsequently 
4 further  cases  occurred  in  this  Home.  Immediate  steps  were  taken  to  obtain  authority  to  immunise  all  the 
children  in  this  Home  as  being  the  only  means  likely  to  limit  the  spread  of  the  disease.  This  was  subsequently 
carried  out  and  no  further  cases  have  occurred  at  the  Home. 

In  November,  probably  as  a result  of  infection  from  Weymouth,  a sharp  outbreak  occurred  in  Bridport, 
7 cases  being  reported  in  the  first  week  and  a total  of  30  before  the  end  of  the  month.  Several  of  these  cases 
were  very  seriously  ill  and  would  it  is  believed  have  become  fatalities  but  for  the  use  of  anti-toxic  serum  in  very 
large  doses. 

A scheme  of  active  immunisation  among  the  school  children  of  the  district  was  immediately  started  and 
met  with  immediate  success.  The  applications  of  the  parents  were  so  numerous  that  it  became  necessary  to 
afford  the  district  assistance  from  the  County  Medical  Staff. 
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A similar  scheme  of  immunisation  was  then  adopted  in  the  Weymouth  District. 

At  Wimborne  in  December,  two  children  died  from  diphtheria  and  as  a result  of  local  demand  a voluntary 
scheme  of  immunisation  has  since  been  adopted  in  that  area  also. 

In  the  Poole  District  a scheme  has  been  in  operation  for  some  years. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  Beaminstcr  Rural  District,  Dr.  H.  A.  Lake,  reports  as  follows  : — 

“ There  were  few  cases  of  notifiable  disease,  only  one  case  of  diphtheria  being  notified  in  the  Beaminster  area  and  that  on  the 
“ border  at  Dottery.  In  my  opinion  the  outbreak  of  this  disease  in  an  adjoining  district  was  kept  within  bounds  by  the  energetic 
" measures  to  suppress  it  taken  by  the  medical  authority  of  that  district.  In  the  Beaminster  area  a start  was  made  to  test 
“ and  immunise  against  diphtheria  susceptible  persons  and  this  will  be  continued.” 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

In  spite  of  the  drought  during  1933  the  following  reports  from  the  county  districts  are  generally  satis- 
factory but  do  not  necessarily  represent  the  position  today  as  a result  of  the  drought  in  1934  : — 

Boroughs  and  Urban  Districts. 

Dorchester.  The  supply  has  been  quite  satisfactory  both  as  regards  the  quality  and  quantity. 

Poole.  A constant  and  abundant  supply  of  water  has  been  maintained  throughout  the  year. 

The  system  of  purification  by  chlorination  provides  the  Town  with  water  of  a high  standard  of  bacterial 
purity,  samples  of  well  and  tap  water  being  periodically  submitted  to  examination  in  the  Borough  Public 
Health  Laboratories. 

Weymouth.  The  Companies  gave  an  excellent  and  consistent  standard  of  pure  water,  which  even  in  the 
drought  of  last  year  was  never  reduced  in  quantity  nor  threatened  shortage. 

Swanage.  The  supply  has  been  satisfactory  in  quality  and  in  quantity.  The  water  has  been  analysed 
during  the  year,  the  result  being  satisfactory. 

Portland.  Boring  operations  in  connection  with  the  new  21-inch  borehole  at  Friar  Whadden,  which 
were  commenced  in  1930,  have  been  completed.  Test-pumping  has  shown  the  supply  to  be  satisfactory  and 
it  is  now  proposed  to  erect  the  necessary  pumping  plant,  with  a view  to  supplementing  the  supply  from  the  old 
adjacent  borehole,  which  has  been  supplying  the  district  for  over  20  years. 

The  supply  of  water  to  the  area  during  1932  has  been  satisfactory  both  in  quality  and  quantity,  but 
chlorination  has  been  resorted  to  since  December,  1928,  owing  to  the  occasional  presence  of  B.  Coli  in  samples 
especially  after  the  commencement  of  the  wet  season.  This  occasional  contamination  is  considered  to  be  purely 
adventitious,  and  not  due  to  sewage  pollution. 

Lyme  Regis.  After  many  years  of  inadequate  supply  the  town  now  has  an  ample  supply  of  pure  water. 
From  1st  July,  1933,  regular  supplies  in  addition  to  existing  supplies  have  been  obtained  from  the  Lyme  Regis 
Water  Co.  This  water,  of  a high  degree  of  purity,  comes  from  the  chalk  cliffs  at  Pinhay,  and  is  distributed  from 
a break-pressure  tank  below  “Gatesfield,”  on  the  Sidmouth  Road,  to  the  whole  of  the  Cobb  area  and  to  Pound 
Street  ; it  also  augments  the  Station  Supply  below  the  Broad  Street  and  Pound  Street  junction. 

No  shortage  has  occurred  in  any  part  of  the  district  since  the  new  supply  was  obtained. 

Sherborne.  The  chief  source  of  supply  are  two  bore-holes  at  the  Castieton  Waterworks,  175  feet  deep, 
the  average  yield  of  which  is  200,000  gallons  a day  constant. 

The  Council  has  provided  a dupheate  plant  at  the  Waterworks,  so  that  the  water  supply  of  the  Town 
should  now  have  a reasonably  safe  basis. 

The  Dymore  Spring,  situated  about  1|  miles  from  the  town,  gives  48,000  gallons  a day.  This  water  is 
treated  by  a Chlorination  plant  and  supplies  one-fifth  of  requirements. 

A new  high-level  supply  is  under  consideration  for  the  new  houses  in  the  higher  parts  of  the  town. 

Oil  in  Water  Supply.  A linear  .fracture  in  a feed  pipe  from  the  fuel-oil  tanks  to  the  engine  house,  by  a 
curious  chain  of  circumstances,  allowed  a very  large  quantity  of  oil  to  find  its  way  into  one  of  the  wells  about 
December  17th,  1933,  and  before  this  gross  contamination  was  discovered  the  reservoirs,  mains  and  supply  pipes 
of  the  town  were  fouled. 

The  alternative  supply  from  the  Dymore  Spring  was  used  and  delivered  by  hand  during  the  trouble. 

This  serious  condition  was  mainly  at  an  end  after  one  week. 
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Blandford.  Though  the  level  of  the  wells  is  much  lower  than  usual,  the  amount  of  water  flowing  in  has 
been  plentiful  and  the  Water  Company  have  not  found  it  necessary  to  restrict  supplies  or  to  issue  warning 
notices.  In  anticipation  of  a shortage  this  year,  the  Waterworks  Company  have  sunk  two  additional  wells 
with  new  plant  which  they  hope  will  enable  them  to  maintain  a constant  supply. 

Wareham.  During  the  past  year,  in  spite  of  the  drought,  the  supply  of  water  has  been  excellent  and 
adequate,  although  the  standard  has  varied.  A certain  amount  of  dissatisfaction  has  been  caused  to  consumers 
by  the  appearance  of  the  water  from  time  to  time.  A chemical  analysis,  however,  shows  that  the  water  is  potable 
without  any  further  purification. 


Rural  Districts. 

Dorchester.  On  the  whole  the  supply  has  been  good  considering  the  very  dry  year,  and  has  only  been 
seriously  short  in  a few  parishes. 

Beaminster.  The  unusually  prolonged  drought  has  caused  some  anxiety  throughout  the  country,  but 
this  district  has  been  more  fortunate  than  most,  although  there  have  been  some  cases  of  hardship.  Several 
villages  would  welcome  a public  water  supply. 

Sherborne.  Five  villages  have  experienced  serious  shortage  during  the  latter  part  of  the  year,  namely  : — 
Adber,  Beerhacket,  Ryme  Intrinsica,  Sandford  Orcas  and  Purse  Caundle.  The.se  villages  rely  on  wells  ; the 
water  has  been  of  doubtful  character  and  the  supply  is  insufficient. 

Apart  from  these  five  villages  where  the  conditions  need  immediate  attention,  the  District  as  a whole, 
has  not  suffered  so  severely  or  as  much  as  other  parts  of  the  country. 

Blandford.  Most  of  the  district  has  fortunately  escaped  serious  inconvenience  from  the  drought  of  1933 
so  gravely  felt  elsewhere.  But  certain  parishes  are  exceptions.  Shortage  of  water  has  been  serious  in  Iwerne 
Courtney,  Stourpaine,  Gunville,  Farnham,  Houghton  and  Kingston,  but  no  disease  attributable  to  deficiency 
or  bad  quality  of  water  has  come  to  light. 

Wareham  and  Purbeck.  In  spite  of  an  abnormally  dry  summer  the  shortage  of  water  has  not  been  very 
marked,  although  there  has  been  some  shortage  in  most  districts,  especially  Wool,  Acton  and  Bere  Regis. 

Sturminster  Newton.  A piped  supply  of  water  has  been  afforded  to  a part  of  the  Parish  of  Okeford 
Fitzpaine,  which  has  proved  very  satisfactory  both  in  quality  and  quantity  during  the  recent  drought.  The 
Springs  situated  at  Belchalwell  were  collected  and  carried  to  a small  reservoir  having  a capacity  of  2,000  gallons. 
The  water  was  then  distributed  to  the  necessary  points  by  means  of  2-inch  Asbestos  Cement  Mains.  There  are 
32  premises  supplied  and  a population  of  80.  The  yield  of  the  springs  during  the  drought  remain  constant  at 
32,000  gallons  per  day. 

The  parishes  of  Stalbridge  and  Lydlinch  and  the  hamlet  of  Bagber  have  a pipe  supply  which  has  proved 
very  satisfactory  both  in  quantity  and  quality.  The  total  population  supplied  from  this  scheme  is  1,590, 
and  the  lowest  gauging  of  the  springs  during  the  past  twelve  months  160,000  gallons  per  day. 

A piped  water  supply  is  also  afforded  to  the  Parish  of  Sturminster  Newton,  but  this  supply  has  proved 
very  unsatisfactory  in  quantity.  During  the  recent  drought  the  springs  dropped  from  56,000  gallons  per  day 
to  28,000  gallons  per  day.  The  pipe  line  also  is  in  a bad  condition  and  the  size  of  the  pipes  are  too  small  to 
meet  requirements  of  the  inhabitants.  The  Analysts’  report  is  satisfactory  as  far  as  quality  is  concerned. 

A scheme  for  the  supply  of  water  to  the  Parish  of  Stourton  Caundle  and  the  remaining  part  of  Stalbridge 
has  been  recently  approved  by  the  Ministry  of  Health.  This  supply  is  to  be  taken  from  the  existing  Stalbridge 
and  Lydlinch  supply. 

A comprehensive  water  .scheme  to  supply  the  Parishes  of  Sturminster  Newton,  Marnhull,  Manston, 
Hazelbury  Bryan,  Mappowder,  Pulham,  Fifehead  Neville  and  Fiddleford,  is  now  being  considered  and  plans 
are  being  prepared  for  approval  by  the  Ministry  of  Health.  If  this  scheme  is  carried  out  it  will  mean  that  the 
whole  of  the  District  with  the  exception  of  the  Parishes  of  Child  Okeford,  Glanvilles  Wootton,  Hammoon, 
Hanford  and  Stoke  Wake,  will  have  a sufficient  supply  of  water. 

With  regard  to  these  parishes,  it  is  the  Council’s  intention  to  promote  a scheme  as  soon  as  the  first  one 
is  proceeded  with. 

The  Parishes  of  Woolland,  Shillingstone,  Hinton  St.  Mary  and  Fifehead  Magdalen  have  adequate  supplies 
provided  by  private  owners  and  the  Dorset  County  Council. 
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POLLUTION  OF  STREAMS. 

Sherborne  Rural  District.  Pollution  of  Stream  at  Goathill.  The  pollution  of  this  stream  was  first  reported 
to  the  County  Council  in  1925  and  previous  annual  reports  have  given  the  steps  that  have  been  taken  to  stop 
the  pollution.  The  present  position  is  that  the  Wincanton  Rural  District  Council  have  applied  to  the  Minister 
of  Health  for  sanction  to  borrow  £5,650  for  works  of  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  at  Milborne  Port  and  on  the 
11th  January,  1934,  an  enquiry  into  this  application  was  held  by  an  inspector  of  the  Ministry. 

On  the  recommendation  of  a con.sulting  engineer,  it  was  proposed  that  the  present  sewage  works  should 
be  considerably  improved.  In  addition  it  was  considered  that  the  factories  should  be  called  upon  to  install 
improved  arrangements  to  regulate  the  discharge  of  trade  waste.  Steps  to  this  end  have  already  been  taken 
at  the  factory  owned  by  Messrs.  Dyke,  which  it  is  understood  is  responsible  for  the  discharge  of  arsenic  in  the 
sewage.  An  assurance  was  given  by  the  proprietor  of  the  other  factory  that  arrangements  would  also  be  made 
there  if  considered  necessary. 


DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

The  following  are  reports  from  various  county  districts  : — 

Boroughs. 

Blandford.  The  sewerage  system  is  working  well,  but  some  difficulty  at  the  disposal  works  has  been 
found  in  getting  the  sludge  beds  to  function  properly.  There  have  been  several  complaints  of  smells.  The 
defects  are  being  overcome  and  it  is  hoped  that  there  will  be  no  nuisance  this  summer. 

Lyme  Regis.  The  question  of  revising  the  whole  sewage  system  of  the  district  is  under  consideration. 

Wareham.  The  drainage  system  of  the  Borough  continues  to  improve.  The  majority  of  the  houses  are 
now  connected  up  to  the  main  drains. 

Rural  Districts. 

Dorchester.  There  is  no  drainage  scheme  in  this  district,  though  owing  to  the  clay  subsoil  at  Chickerell, 
a scheme  for  draining  this  village  is  urgently  required. 

Beaminster.  The  disposal  of  sewage  at  Beaminster  cannot  be  said  to  be  satisfactory. 

Wimborne.  The  need  for  drainage  and  sewerage  is  increasing  in  the  Eastern  portion  of  the  District, 
particularly  in  the  West  Moors  and  Ferndown  areas.  New  properties  are  being  erected  and  existing  houses 
provided  with  their  own  small  disposal  plants  relying  on  land  irrigation  which  in  many  cases  give  serious  trouble 
during  the  winter  months.  Engineers  have  been  instructed  to  prepare  for  further  consideration  a scheme  for 
sewering  the  areas  mentioned. 

The  proposed  Sewerage  Scheme  or  an  amended  scheme  should  be  proceeded  with  at  Cranborne  as  early 
as  is  possible. 


HOUSING. 

The  Minister  of  Health  in  his  circular  No.  1331  of  the  6th  April,  1933,  called  on  local  authorities  to  adopt 
a programme  of  slum  clearance  and  it  is  understood  that  the  necessary  surveys  and  inspections  have  been 
carried  out  in  the  various  County  districts  with  this  end  in  view.  The  following  reports  have  been  received 
from  County  Districts  : — 

Boroughs  and  Urban  Districts. 

Dorchester.  The  continued  activities  of  the  Mill  Street  Housing  Society  have  been  of  great  assistance 
to  the  Borough.  Whilst,  unfortunately,  the  Society  has  not  been  able  to  obtain  a subsidy  under  the  last 
Housing  Act,  the  erection  of  a further  eight  houses  making  eighteen  in  all  has  been  very  helpful  in  assisting  the 
poorer  families  to  find  housing  accommodation  at  a rent  they  are  able  to  afford. 

The  Society  has  also  purchased  17  old  houses  which  are  being  re-conditiOned  where  possible,  and  made 
fit  for  habitation  by  the  lower  paid  section  of  the  working  classes.  These  useful  activities  of  the  Society  will 
provide  an  interesting  experiment  as  this  is  the  first  society  of  its  kind  in  the  County.  There  is  still  a consi- 
derable demand  for  this  class  of  house.  More  of  the  smaller  non-parlour  type  houses  are  required.  There  is  a 
tendency  for  those  who  now  occupy  some  of  the  larger  type  houses  to  move  into  small  houses  and  flats 
and  this  does  not  help  the  general  housing  situation. 
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Sherborne.  The  shortage  is  being  rapidly  dealt  with,  for  with  a town  of  a population  (for  housing 
purposes)  of  6,000,  140  cottages  have  been  built  in  the  past  six  years,  making  a total  of  176  since  the  termination 
of  the  war. 

Rural  Districts. 

Dorchester.  For  a rural  area  the  general  standard  of  housing  is  good.  A few  very  old  and  semi- 
dilapidated  cottages,  often  of  the  mud-wall  and  thatched  roof  type,  are  found  in  certain  villages,  but  these  are 
gradually  being  dealt  with. 

Blandford.  The  general  standard  of  houses  is  good.  In  most  villages  there  are  a few  old  and  dilapidated 
houses  in  need  of  repair.  Systematic  inspection  has  led  to  many  being  put  into  order.  There  is  no  part  of  the 
district  which  can  be  called  especially  bad  in  the  matter  of  housing.  There  is  nothing  in  the  nature  of  a slum 
or  any  group  of  houses  requiring  to  be  declared  a “ Clearance  Area,”  but  some  houses  might  be  dealt  with  as 
an  ” Improvement  Area  ” under  Section  7 of  the  Housing  Act,  1930. 

Beaminster.  Much  attention  has  been  directed  to  the  subject  of  housing  during  the  year.  Of  the  943 
inspected,  seven  were  condemned  as  being  unfit  for  human  habitation  and  149  considered  to  need  attention. 

The  Local  Authority  has  erected  20  houses  during  the  year  and  by  private  enterprise  9 have  been  built— 
29  in  all.  There  is,  however,  still  some  overcrowding  especially  in  Beaminster  and  Broadwindsor,  and  if  the 
Council  decides  to  build  more  houses  in  the  future  one  would  suggest  that  these  overcrowded  families  might  be 
given  the  option  of  renting  one  of  the  new  houses.

Milk  and  Dairies  Order,  1926. 

With  the  exception  of  Part  4 of  the  Order  dealing  with  the  health  and  inspection  of  cattle,  it  is  the  duty 
of  the  district  councils  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this  Order  which  deals  mainly  with  the  sanitary  condition 
of  cowsheds  and  cleanliness  in  milking. 

Should  the  County  Council  decide  to  employ  one  or  more  wholetime  veterinary  inspectors  a report  on 
the  extent  to  which  this  Order  is  being  applied  should  become  available. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  Sherborne  Rural  District,  Dr.  Ricketts,  reports  as  follows  : — 

“ Milk  Supply.  436  inspections  of  dairies  and  cowsheds  were  made  during  the  year,  the  number  of  persons  on  the  Register 
“ being  259  ; and  the  number  of  dairy  farms  261. 

“ In  January,  1933,  I addressed  a special  meeting  of  the  Council  on  the  question  of  the  administration  of  the  Milk  and  Dairies 
“ Order,  1926.  I recalled  to  the  Council  that  since  1926  owing  to  the  financial  state  of  the-individual  farmers  and  of  the  precarious 
" nature  of  farming  the  Council  had  been  exceedingly  lenient  and  had  contented  itself  with  tendering  advice.  I pointed  out  to  the 
" Council  that  as  a result  of  this,  in  6 years  very  little  progress  had  been  made,  and  impressed  upon  them  that  it  might  well  be 
“ considered  that  this  sympathy  involved  slackness  in  administering  the  law. 
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" I reminded  them  that  in  no  case  had  requests  been  made  for  extensive  or  unnecessary  repairs,  or  schemes  of  expensive  or 
“ ambitious  type,  that  mainly  it  was  a matter  of  minor  repairs  such  as  the  improvement  of  floors  and  light,  and  the  provision  of 
“ adequate  ventilation  and  general  increased  cleanliness.  I have  advised  them  that  the  warnings  of  all  these  years  should  be 
“ summarised  and  that  Statutory  Notices  should  be  now  issued  in  these  cases. 

" The  Council  after  considerable  reflection  decided  on  this  course,  and  104  statutory  notices  were  served.  I again  urged  upon 
“ the  Council  that  their  attention  should  be  more  closely  drawn  to  the  supply  of  pure  and  wholesome  milk,  considering  how  pro- 
" foundly  the  welfare  of  children  and  infants  depends  upon  its  production.  The  Council  can  be  fully  assured  that  in  none  of  the 
" notices  that  they  have  issued  have  anything  more  than  the  bare  necessity  of  cleansing  and  ventilation  been  demanded. 

" Samples  of  milk  from  farms  supplying  pasteurised  milk  have  been  taken  and  in  all  cases  found  satisfactory.” 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  Dorchester  Rural  District,  Dr.  C.  D.  Day,  reports  as  follows  ; — 

“ Milk  Supply.  A complete  record  is  kept  of  all  the  cowsheds  in  the  district  on  a card  index  system.  Details  of  inspection 
" are  recorded  on  these  cards.  It  is  found  that  approximately  65%  of  the  cowsheds  are  not  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of 
“ the  Milk  and  Dairies  Order.  Structural  defects  are  chiefly  found  in  the  floor — that  is,  they  are  not  made  of  impervious  material, 
“ and  in  want  of  proper  cooling  plant,  though  this  latter  defect  is  not  so  marked  as  it  was  last  year.  In  many  cases  during  the 
" year  the  water  shortage  rendered  the  adequate  cooling  of  milk  quite  impossible. 

" The  commonest  non-structural  defect  is  the  want  of  proper  cleanliness  of  the  milkers.  The  milkers’  hands  and  cows’  udders 
" are  seldom  really  properly  cleansed.  Milking  stools  are  frequently  found  very  soiled,  leading  directly  to  soiled  hands.  The 
" difficulty  of  obtaining  cleanliness  is  increased  by  the  low  mental  type  of  many  of  the  milkers  and  also  by  the  shortage  of  labour 
“ employed — the  short  time  allowed  for  milking  leading  to  neglect  of  cleanliness,  especially  in  the  cold  and  dark  early  mornings.” 

MILK  AND  DAIRIES  (CONSOLIDATION)  ACT,  1915  and  the  Tuberculosis  Order,  1925. 

Milk  samples  are  sent  to  the  Lister  Institute  for  examination. 

When  samples  are  reported  as  tuberculous  the  cases  are  referred  to  the  Director  of  Agriculture,  who 
arranges  for  the  examination  of  the  herds  and  subsequent  action.  All  samples  are  examined  by  the  inoculation 
test,  which  involves  delay  of  four  weeks.  It  is  the  only  reliable  test.

Result  of  action  taken  by  Director  of  Agriculture  in  positive  cases  : — 

The  6 positive  samples  concerned  5 separate  herds.  Investigations  by  the  Director  of  Agriculture’s 
Veterinary  Inspector  discovered  an  infected  cow  in  two  of  these  herds,  the  animal  being  slaughtered  in  each 
case.  In  the  case  of  the  other  three  herds,  the  investigations  proved  abortive,  and  the  source  of  the  infection 
of  the  milk  could  not  be  traced  in  spite  of  inspection  of  the  individual  cows.  As  further  samples  taken  from 
these  herds  have  been  reported  to  be  negative,  the  source  of  the  infection  appears  to  have  been  removed. 

In  addition,  one  case  of  tuberculous  milk  discovered  by  sampling  in  London,  was  investigated  in  Dorset, 
where  the  milk  was  produced,  and  as  a result  two  tuberculous  animals  were  slaughtered. 

ADMINISTRATION  OF  THE  SALE  OF  FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACTS,  1875  to  1907. 

In  1914,  Messrs.  Moor  & Partridge  were  appointed  Joint  Public  Analysts  for  the  County.  The  joint 
appointment  has  now  been  terminated  as  a result  of  the  death  of  the  late  Mr.  Partridge,  which  took  place  in 
December,  and  the  vacancy  has  since  been  filled  by  the  appointment  of  Dr.  R.  D.  Charles,  of  Bournemouth, 
as  County  Analyst. 

The  following  is  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1933  which  has  been  prepared  by  Mr.  McLachlan, 
A.C.G.F.C.,  F.I.C.,  successor  to  the  late  Mr.  William  Partridge  : — 

In  the  absence  of  Mr.  C.  G.  Moor  and  owing  to  the  death  of  Mr.  William  Partridge,  to  whose  private  practice 
I have  succeeded,  your  Clerk  has  requested  me  to  prepare  this  Report  on  the  work  of  the  County  Analysts  for  the 
year  1933. 

Five  hundred  and  forty-nine  samples  were  submitted  for  examination,  of  which  sixty-seven  were  analysed 
under  the  Public  Health  (Preservatives,  &c.,  in  Food)  Regulations  and  thirty-five  under  the  Public  Health 
(Condensed  and  Dried  Milk)  Regulations  only.  The  accompanying  table  shows  details  of  the  variety  of  samples 
together  with  the  percentages  adulterated. 

Food  and  Drugs  (Adulteration)  Act  (General) . 

Twenty-five  of  the  447  samples  were  adulterated,  giving  a percentage  of  5.59,  or  1.00  per  cent,  less  adulter- 
ation than  was  returned  last  year.  Of  the  adulterated  samples  7 were  of  milk,  1 of  butter,  1 of  rice,  8 of  sago, 
5 of  cooked  meat,  1 of  ice  cream,  1 of  malt  extract  and  cod  liver  oil,  and  1 of  camphorated  oil. 
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The  average  composition  of  milk  was  : fat  3.57  per  cent.,  solids-not-fat  8.90  per  cent.  While  these  figures 
are  an  improvement  on  those  of  last  year,  they  are  not  up  to  the  standard  that  might  be  expected  from  a County 
such  as  Dorset.  The  percentage  of  adulteration  was  7.8.  Five  samples  were  deficient  in  fat  to  the  extent  of 
13,  2,  5,  14  and  13  per  cent,  respectively.  One  sample  contained  12  per  cent,  of  added  water,  and  another  0.0025 
per  cent,  of  dirt,  the  dirt  being  derived  from  hay  and  not  from  dung.  The  amount  of  attention  which  should  be 
paid  to  visible  dirt  in  milk  is  doubtful,  since,  speaking  generally,  dirt  is  removed  before  sale  by  filtration.  It  does 
not  follow  therefore  that  a milk  containing  visible  dirt  was  originally  inferior  in  this  respect  to  apparently  cleaner 
samples.  The  main  point  to  be  considered  is  the  number  of  bacteria  introduced  into  the  milk  from  dirt  or  any 
kind  whatever. 

Two  samples  of  butter  contained  less  than  14  per  cent,  of  water,  which  is  the  maximum  amount  found  in 
samples  of  good,  dry  quality  ; six  contained  between  14  and  15  per  cent,  of  water  and  thirteen  more  than  15  per 
cent.  A certificate  of  adulteration  was  given  in  the  case  of  one  sample,  which  contained  16.8  per  cent,  of  water, 
the  legal  limit  being  16.0  per  cent. 

Margarine  was  slightly  drier  than  last  year,  the  average  water  content  being  15.18  per  cent.  This  figure 
is  high  for  margarine,  which  usually  contains  about  12  to  13  per  cent,  of  water. 

The  average  water  content  of  cheese  was  31.55  per  cent.,  with  a range  of  26.9  to  34.5  per  cent.,  which  is, 
on  the  whole,  satisfactory.  The  fat  content  of  the  samples  was  satisfactory  and  in  three  cases  was  very  good. 
Only  two  of  the  samples  submitted  this  year  were  of  the  Gorgonzola  type. 

The  samples  of  pearl  barley  examined  this  year  showed  a considerable  improvement  over  previous  years, 
mineral  matter  ranging  from  0.01  to  0.16  per  cent,  only,  though  three  of  the  samples  contained  dead  mites  and 
their  dirt  and  should  not  be  offered  for  sale  in  this  condition. 

Bread  was  of  good  quality  and  most  samples  contained  slightly  less  moisture  than  samples  submitted  last 
year,  the  figures  ranging  from  31.0  to  38.8  per  cent.,  with  an  average  of  34.9  per  cent. 

Jam  contained  71.87  per  cent,  of  water-soluble  extract  as  against  70.22  per  cent,  in  the  samples  last  year. 
This  is  a very  satisfactory  figure  and  is  better  than  that  for  marmalade,  which  contained  only  70.0  per  cent,  of 
soluble  solids. 

Eight  of  the  18  samples  of  sago  were  returned  as  adulterated,  since  tapioca  had  been  supplied.  It  does  not 
appear  to  be  sufficiently  understood  that  these  two  cereals  are  distinct,  although  both  are  subjected  to  heat  in  their 
preparation.  Sago  is  prepared  from  the  sago  palm,  whilst  tapioca  is  obtained  from  the  tubers  of  manihot 
utilissima. 

One  sample  of  cooked  meat  contained  2.1  grains  of  boric  acid  per  pound.  Since  the  use  of  this  preservative 
was  forbidden  by  the  Preservative  Regulations  in  1925,  one  would  expect  manufacturers  to  take  care  not  to  employ 
it.  Four  samples  of  cooked  meat  were  condemned  on  account  of  the  high  content  of  saltpetre.  They  contained 
9.8,  10,  16  and  17  grains  of  this  substance  per  pound  respectively.  The  presence  of  such  large  quantities  will 
be  appreciated  when  one  remembers  that  the  dose  prescribed  in  the  British  Pharmacopoeia  is  from  5 to  15  grains. 

One  sample  of  preserved  sausages  contained  440  parts  of  sulphur  dioxide  per  million  and,  since  the  Preser- 
vative Regulations  allow  only  450  parts  per  million  of  this  preservative  and  also  the  amount  which  may  be 
detected  decreases  rather  rapidly,  it  was  thought  that  the  samples  must  have  been  adulterated  originally.  A 
" follow-up  ” sample  was,  however,  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

One  sample  of  ice  cream  contained  0.28  of  a grain  of  zinc  per  pound  or  40  parts  per  million.  This  is  due 
to  prolonged  storage  in  galvanised  iron  pans  and  when  one  considers  the  manner  in  which  ice  cream  is  sometimes 
scraped  from  the  sides  of  these  vessels  considerably  more  care  should  be  employed  in  their  selection. 

One  sample  of  camphorated  oil  contained  22.9  per  cent,  of  camphor,  whereas  the  British  Pharmacopoeia 
stipulates  that  the  amount  of  camphor  should  be  from  19  to  21  per  cent.,  the  standard  quantity  being  20.0  per 
cent.  Although  camphor  is  the  expensive  ingredient,  when  employed  in  excess  the  product  becomes  adulterated. 

Public  Health  (Preservatives,  etc.,  in  Food)  Regulations. 

Forty-four  samples  of  milk  and  twenty-three  samples  of  cream  were  submitted  for  examination  under  the 
Public  Health  (Preservatives,  etc.,  in  Food)  Regulations,  and  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

Public  Health  (Condensed  and  Dried  Milk)  Regulations. 

Twenty  samples  of  condensed  milk  and  fifteen  samples  of  dried  milk  were  submitted  for  examination. 
One  sample  of  full  cream  sweetened  condensed  milk  was  deficient  in  fat  to  the  extent  of  3 per  cent.  Four  of  the 
samples  of  Infants’  Foods  submitted  as  " Dried  Milks  " contained  less  than  70  per  cent,  of  milk  solids,  and  there- 
fore, do  not  come  under  these  Regulations.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  Report  of  the  Departmental  Committee 
dealing  with  the  labelling  of  food-stuffs  will  include  some  suggestions  for  the  labelling  of  Infants’  Foods.  As 
these  preparations  are  intended  for  the  use  of  babies  deprived  of  their  natural  sustenance,  it  is  important  that 
doctors,  nurses,  and  mothers  should  be  fully  conversant  with  their  composition.  It  frequently  happens  that 
descriptions  are  definitely  misleading  and  some  such  foods  contain  starch  and  should,  therefore,  only  be  employed 
for  infants  of  9 months  or  over.

One  sample  of  full  Cream,  sweetened,  was  returned  as  adulterated  because  it 
shewed  a deficiency  of  three  per  cent,  of  fat  of  the  fat  required.

Medical  Officer  of  Health — Dr.  R.  J.  MAULE  HORNE, 
M.B.,  D.P.H. 

During  the  year  1,046  vessels  entered  the  Port  from 
Home  Ports  ; and  123  from  foreign  Ports.  No  vessels 
arrived  direct  at  the  port  during  the  year  from  any  suspected 
or  infected  port.  AU  ships  visiting  the  port  were  clear  of 
rats  when  inspected.  Thiee  seamen  applied  for  treatment 
under  the  International  agreement  regarding  Venereal 
Diseases  and  was  directed  to  the  nearest  treatment  centre 
at  Boscombe.  Suitable  notices  are,  under  this  agreement, 
available  for  all  crews  arriving  at  the  Port  being  issued  to 
the  Captain  at  first  call. 
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
